P. T. BARNUM: 


Phinaas Taylor Barnum. Tha World s 
Greatest Showman-Nobody Lika Him 
Before-Nobody Like Him Sine#.

Welcomed By Royalty 
He was named Phineas Tayloi 
Barnum after his m aternal grand­ 
father. His paternal grandfather. 
Captain 
Ephraim 
Barnum, 
of 
Bethel, had been a distinguished 
captain of militia in the Revolu­ 
tionary W ar. 
Six 
generations of 
Connecticut Yankees stood behind 
him—he was Connecticut bom and 
bred.-from twang to native shrewd­ 
ness: yet scarcely a king or queen 
In Europe had not made him wet. 
come. When his adopted town ot 
Bridgeport elected 
him mayor in 
1875 someone said: 
"T h e 
whole 
civilised world knows that Barnum 
la mayor of Bridgeport, yet seven- 
eighths of them couldn't tell you 
where it Is or how’ to spell it," 
They didn’t need to ~ a ll the ad­ 
dress Barnum ’* mail required was 
"P . 
T. 
Barnum. 
A m erica." 
Hie 
name is written large In the land 
—Barnum, 
Iowa; 
Barnum. 
Min­ 
nesota: Barnum. T exas; Barnum. 
West Virginia; Barnum, Wisconsin, 
and Bamum ton, Missouri. 


Dreaded Schoolhouse 
Barnum s father. Philo, and his 
mother. 
Irene 
Taylor 
Barnum 
lived at Bethel where P. T. was 
bom 
His father was in turn a 
tailor, 
farm er, 
storekeeper, 
and 
country tavern keeper, and w^s 
not particularly prosperous in any 
of these ventures. 


In his early rears P T led the 
life of the average New England 
farm er’a son of that period. He 
drove the cows to and from pas- 
ture, shelled corn, weeded the gar­ 
den. carried in firewood, rode horse 
for 
cultivating 
and 
ploughing 
turned and raked hay. and in due 
time learned to use the shovel and 
hoe. as well as the plow. 
Young Barnum began the little 
schooling he received when he was 
six years old. He later wrote that 
"a schoolhouse in those days was 
a thing to be dreaded—a school 
m aster a kind of being to make 
children trem ble." He often kept 
out of school to help on his father’s 
farm , and he tells us that one of 
his earliest emotions was an aver­ 
sion to manual labor and that this 
earned for him a reputation as the 
laziest boy in town. 
Busy With "Headwork" 
He 
says, 
however, 
that 
thta 
wasn’t true because he was always 
busy 
with 
"headw ork" 
to avoid 
the sentence of earning his bread 
bv the sw eat of his brow. What 
Barnum called his "organ of ac 
qulaitlveness" was well developed 
Discussing, 
generally, 
methods 
sf earning a living, he said: "Som e 
persons are 
so constituted 
that 


they are never satisfied to work 
for a fixed salary, let It be ev er 
! so great. I am one of that sort 
My dlspnvition Is. and ever was. 
of a speculative character 
I am 
; never content to engage in any oc 
cups Mon or business unless it be oi 
such a nature that my profits will 
be greatly enhanced by initiative, 
energy, perseverance, 
and 
ta ct." 
The boy was brought up to at* 
; tend church regularly. He w as an 
ardent student of the Bible and. 
when only 13 years of age. wrote a 
prize winning 
essay 
based 
on 
a 
I passage of scripture, 
Fought Christian Party 
Among the many occupations and 
j ventures of young Barnum In the 
Bethel and Danbury communities 
was that of editor and publisher 
of a newspaper, In the 1830*a New 
England was rife with extreme re­ 
ligious fanaticism. Many im agina­ 
tive and emotional ministers ad­ 
vocated 
a 
Christian 
Party, 
and 
favored confining the right to hold 
public office only to those who pro­ 
fessed faith in a Supreme Being. 
W’htle only 21 years of age. and with 
due respect for the church and Its 
ministers, 
Barnum 
nevertheless 
recognized the fallacy of the fore­ 
going. He believed that ministers 
should be kept in their place— the 
church 
Many others were of the 
same opinion and encouraged Bar- 
j - rn to combat the movement to the 
best of his ability. 
He began by writing articles for 
the local papers in Bethel. Danbury, 
and elsewhere but the publishers 
wouldn't use them He then bought 
a press and type and published his 
own palier — THE HERALD OF 
FREEDOM 
Served Jail Hentenrr 
The paper was an Immediate suc­ 
cess and gained wide circulation, 
but Barnum soon had a libel suit to 
defend. He accused a deacon of the 
fanatical 
group 
of 
faking 
usury 
from an orphan boy The Judge and 
Jury, for the most part, rabid mem­ 
bers of the new order, found Barnum 
guilty and he was sentenced to go 
days in the Danbury Jail. But his 
room (celli in the jail wa- papered 
and carpeted, and friends visited 
him dally. He continued to publish 
his paper in jail and many addi­ 
tional subscriptions were received. 
The end of his 80-day sentence 
was celebrated by his friends and 
defenders of a free press. The very 
court room in which he had been 
convicted 
and 
sentenced 
was 
crowded 
All af festoon they cele­ 
brated. And Ode written for the oc­ 
casion was sung, an eloquent speech 
on freedom of the press delivered, 
and a sumptuous meal was served. 
Honored With Parade 
To climax the celebration a huge 
parade conducted Barnum to his 
home in Bethel, He and the orator 
of the day and the chairman of the 
affair rode in a coach drawn by six 
horses, preceded by a band, and fol­ 
lowed by the committee on arrange­ 
ments and 60 carriages of citizens, 
all in sympathy with and supporters 
of Barnum. 
This 
experience, 
together 
with 


| clerking in his father's store, and 
! later conducting one of his own, 


I ended the early Yankee influence 
i that shaled Barnum a character. In 
1 the meantime he had married his 
! childhood sweetheart, one Charity

but Barnum said in later life ’ Had 
I waited 20 years longer I could not

Success did not meet Barnum In 
New York with open arms. Business 
men who blandly untied him out of 
their offices, would, years litter, have 
paid him the utmost deference. Of 
more importance in human affairs 
that most of us realize Is that mys­ 
terious thing called CHANCE, and 
In the summer of 1835 “chance” I 
smiled on Barnum.
